LOUIS, May 14—l/P)—Re­ 
p ublicans will start a new driv e 
immediately for signatures on con­ 
gressional 
redistricting 
referen­ 
dum p etitions in the city ’s 13th 
congressional district. 
The announcement was made 
today by Ancel A. Skaggs, chair­ 
man of the Rep ublican city com­ 
mittee. He said also that state 
GOP leaders p lan a new drive to 
obtain sup p lemental p etition sig­ 
natures 
in 
other 
congressional 
districts of Missouri. 
These, he said, would include 
the third district in Northwest 
Missouri. 
The new driv es are designed to 
offset inv alid signatures p resented 
to the Secretary of State in a Re­ 
p ublican move to p ut the legisla­ 
ture’s redistricting p rop osal up to 
a vote of the p eop le. 
This would force 103 candidates 
to run at large in the forthcoming 
elections. 
The Post-Disp atch r e p o r t e d 
Sunday that at least 204 fradulent 
and illegal signatures were on 
referendum p etitions submitted by 
Rep ublicans from the 13th district, 
in North St. Louis. 
Inv alidation of these signatures 
would reduce the number of sign- 
ners in the district to 5,481, well 
below the total number required 
by law. 
The Post-Disp atch said that in 
the third district at least 105 in­ 
valid signatures had been submit­ 
ted in p etitions. The Secretary of 
State rep orted Rep ublicans filed 
6,127 names from the third dis­ 
trict, or only three more than the 
minimum required. 
Skaggs said he has been told by 
lawy ers that the Rep ublicans hav e 
9 0 day s after sine die adjourn­ 
ment of the legislature in which 
to file referendum p etitions. The 
general assembly ended its ses­ 
sion Ap ril 30.

shooting off fire crackers. 
The huge co nv entio n hall was a 
bedlam for a full 10 minutes after 
Murray asked the delegates to rise 
in sup p ort of the reso lutio n that 
demanded 
“ the crisis in the steel 
industry must be pro mptly re­ 
solved.”

It is a kn own fact that straw ­ 
berries is America’s fav orite cu lti­ 
v ated berry . They are grown in 
ev ery state an d in at least thirty 
states they are con sidered an im­ 
portan t commercial crop, accord­ 
in g to Home Agen t, Ru th Den n is. 
The peak of the mid-sprin g crop 
in ou r n ear by states is u su ally 
reached in May . 
Strawberries make a good su p- 
plemen t for citru s fru its as a 
sou rce of Vitamin C. Two-thirds 
cu p of fresh berries will su pply 
slightly more v itamin C than a 
half cu p of oran ge ju ice which 
is more than the av erage person ’s 
recommen ded daily allowan ce of 
v itamin C. 
In selection of straw berries look 
for those that are solid in color, 
with a bright fresh appearan ce. 
Berries shou ld be plu mp, firm, 
an d free from white, green or 
hard tips. Berries with ou t caps 
may be ov erripe an d soft. 
Strawberries shou ld be washed 
in 
cold 
water 
before 
cappin g. 
Wash them in a bowl large en ou gh 
so the berries will float. Lift from 
the water to a colan der or drain . 
Remov e caps. If berries are to be 
sliced or cru shed, do this ju st 
before serv in g. 
Berries bru ise easily an d do n ot

what cap be u sed in a day or 
two. Store berries u n washe 1 :n 
the refrigerator after they ha>/e 
been picked ov er an d all spoiled 
an d ex tra soft berries hav e been 
discarded.

Leukosis, Lymphomatosis 
and 
Fowl Paralysis are terms general­ 
ly used by farmers to describe 
the same disease, says Leroy Rott- | 
mann, county agent. The disease; 
is quite complex and manifests 
itself by paralysis of the legs and 
wings, big livers, tumor forma­ 
tion, large bones, gray eyes and 
irregular 
shaped 
pupils, 
and 
leukemia. 
But regardless of the name by 
which it is called, the disease does 
canse considerable loss in New 
Madrid County poultry flocks each 
year. There is no known vac­ 
cination or treatment. Experiment 
work has shown that some of the 
(infection comes through the egg. 
Other chicks pick up the disease, 
particularly during early life. 
The 
fact 
that 
biggest 
losses 
occur in older birds may cause us 
to think that the spread is greater 
after chicks are if few months 
old or have reached 
maturity. 
Actually it is when the chicks are 
small that they are most sus­ 
ceptible. 
Locating the brooder house 100 


to 150 feet or more away from 
the laying flock, and having one 
member of the family care for the 
chicks and another member the 
layers, can help reduce trouble 
from this disease. Furthermore, it

common housefly, and horse flies. 


DDT is best for control of horn 
flies on beef cattle, using eight 
pounds of 50% wettable powder 
in 3 00 gallons of water, or three 
teaspoons in one gallon of water 
For control of l ornfiies on dairy 
cattle, use 50r,’ 
wettable meth- 
oxychlor, instead of DDT, at the 
same rate as DDT. 


The stable fly can be controlled 
most 
effectively 
by 
sanitation. 
Since the stable fly reproduces in 
manure, the barn and !at should 
be kept clean. Keep manure from 
accumulating, especially wnere it 
is likely to stay damp for several 
days, to r chemical control o f the 
stable fly, use same s p r a y 
as for 
horn fly. 
According to Virgil Burk, Uni­ 
versity ol Missouri entomologist, a 
mixture of seven pounds of DDT 
and one pound of lindane to 100 
gallons ot water is more effective 
against the housefly than DDT 
alone. 
The horse 
fly probably does 
more damage to livestock in Mis­ 
souri than any other external pest. 
For control of horse flies, use 
Piperonyl and Pyrethium, and fol­ 
low the directions on the con­ 
tainer.

A lfalfa Stands 
Floyd Woods, of M iner, called 
the extension office recently and 
ask 
abuot fertilizing a 
field of 
alfalfa th a t has been established 
for two years. 
O ther farm ers m ay have signs 
of plant food deficiency in alfalfa 
stands and the county extension 
office offers the following sugges­ 
tions. 
In order to m aintain the high 
phosphate and potash level essen­ 
tial to good grow th of alfalfa oa’ls 
for 
replacing 
these 
p lant 
food 
elem ents in the soil of established 
stands. And im m ediately after the 
first crop of alfalfa is rem oved 
in the spring is an excellent tim e 
to do this. 
Each 
ton 
of 
alfalfa 
rem oves j 
about 10 pounds of phosphate and 
40 pounds of potash. T hus a four 
ton crop w ould rem ove from the 
soil 40 pounds of phosphoric acid j 
or the am ount of phosphate in 200 
pounds of 20 per cent su p erp h o s­ 
phate. It w ould also rem ove 120 
pounds of potash or the am ount 
in 200 pounds of m u riate of po­ 
tash. 
These m inerals can be p u t back 
into the soil on established stands 
of 
alfalfa 
in 
several 
different 
ways. T hey can be drilled well 
into the soil or applied 
o h the 
surface w ith a fertilizer d istrib u ­ 
tor and w orked in w ith a spring 
tooth harrow , field cultivator, or 
special alfalfa harrow . Potash a p ­ 
plied 
after the first cutting of 
alfalfa 
will 
be 
applied 
before 
grow th starts, luxury consum ption 
or over-consum ption often takes 
place. This m ay lessen th e n u tri­ 
tive value of the alfalfa. In ad d i­ 
tion, it will reduce the supply of 
this elem ent in the soil . . . re ­ 
sulting in a potash deficiency in 
la ter crops. 
On light colored soils, especial­ 
ly in South Missouri, boron d e ­ 
ficiencies frequently occur in the 
second 
and 
later 
alfalfa 
crops. 
W here this occurs, it is advis ible 
to 
apply a 
fertilizer 
containing 
borax. An application of 400 to 
450 pounds of 0-9-27 fertilizer or 


an equivalent fertilizer containing 
five per cent borax will about 
replace the phosphate and potash 
rem oved 
by 
a 
four ton 
alfalfa 
crop and will supply the borax 
needed to correct boron deficien­ 
cies. 
If 
boron 
deficiency 
has 
not 
previously occured, you m ay w ant 
to omit the use of borax. M any 
farm ers apply phosphate and po­ 
tash fertilizers after the first cu t­ 
ting each y ear and apply borax 
every other year. This will not 
only increase yields, but will also 
lengthen the life of the stand. 


Strawberry Selection 
It is a know n fact th at straw ­ 
berries is A m erica’s favorite culti­ 
vated berry. T hey are grown in 
every state and in at least thirty 
states they are considered an im ­ 
portant com m ercial crop, accord­ 
ing to Home Agent, R uth Dennis. 
The peak of the m id-spring crop 
in our near by states is usually 
reached in May. 
S traw berries m ake a good su p ­ 
plem ent 
for 
citrus 
fruits 
as 
a 
source of V itam in C. T w o-thirds 
cup of fresh berries will supply 
slightly m ore vitam in C than a 
half cup of orange juice which 
is more than the average person’s 
recom m ended daily allow ance o*' 
vitam in C. 
In selection of straw berries look 
for those that are solid in color, 
w ith a bright fresh appearance. 
Berries should 
be 
plum p, 
firm, 
and 
free from 
w’hite, green or 
hard tips. B erries w ith out caps 
m ay be overripe and soft. 
S traw berries should be w ashed 
in 
cold 
w ater 
before 
capping. 
W ash them in a bowl large enough 
so the berries will float. Lift from 
the w ater to a colander or drain. 
Rem ove caps. If berries are to be 
sliced 
or crushed, 
do 
this just 
before serving. 
Berries bruise easily and do not 
store 
well, 
therefore 
only 
buy 
w h at cau be used in a day or 
two. Store berries unw nshe 1 
:n 
the refrigerator after they have 
been picked over and all spoiled 
and extra soft berries have been 
discarded.
